Victims Of Earthquake Con­ 
tinue To Rise Afetr Debris 
Are Searched. 


Athens, Sept 30 (AP).- T he count 
of victims of the week’s earthquake 
at Chalcidice, set yesterday a t more 
th a n 200 dead, continued to rise 
today as m any dead and wounded 
were being found under cr unfilled 
ruins in the city. 
M eanwhile the 
shocks continued a t Salonika and 
m ost of the frightened people spent 
the night in the open air. 
A crevasse 16 miles long and of 
great depth has been opened in the 
quake area. From the sea the great 
fissure can be seen climbing the 
side of one m ountain and the in­ 
habitants of the district were terror 
stricken today lest 
the

slide and engulf them . 
Burial of the dead was m ade diffi­ 
cult by tile fact th a t the shocks 
continued and th e buried corpses 
often reappeared from th e earth, 
giving rise to fear of an outbreak 
of disease.
